DESCRIPTION: 



Standing twelve stories, this buff brick and terra cotta trimmed building 
exhibits characteristics of the Spanish Colonial Revival style. It adjoins 
the Broadview Hotel on the south and has a 50 1 frontage on South Hyde Park 
Boulevard. There are five applied pilasters on the facade, all of which 
project above the cornice. Other Spanish Colonial features include: green 
tile coping at each end of the facade at the second level, vertical roped 
terra cotta trim flanking the windows at the first two levels, terra cotta 
medalions in the middle of the spandrels under the wood casement windows, 
and wrought iron grillwork at the third level windows. The main entry is 
off center. Of particular interest are the two story, terra cotta frames 
for the rows of grouped (three) casement windows at the first and second 
levels, with a rococo heading and a green faux marble panel in each spand- 
rel. 

The Poinsetta is the smallest of the apartment hotels in the thematic group 
with 76 apartments. (34 1 BR and 41 Studiol 



SIGNIFICANCE: 

The Poinsetta’ s significance lies in its masterful application of terra cotta 
ornamentation. The only one of the Hyde Park Apartment Hotels, in this groups 
ing designed in the Spanish Colonial Revival style, the Poinsetta is one^of 
the finest examples of the use of the Chicago based terra cotta industry s 
products including: roped trim flanking the windows, enriched cornice window 
heads with medalions, and (as mentioned above) rare green, faux marble panels 
in the second floor window spandrels. The decoration on the lower levels xs 
so eyecatching that a viewer rarely realizes that the building is twelve stor^ 

ies high. 

VERBAL BOUNDARY DESCRIPTION: Beginning at a ooint 310 feet north of and 33 feet 

west of a ooint at the center of the intersection of Hyde Park Boulevard 
and East 56th Street running 155 feet west, then 114 feet north, then 155 feet 
east, then 114 feet south to original ooint.
